Visitors to the gallery from October 26th through November 24th were treated 
to an extraordinary exhibition in celebration of the building's 75th anniversary. 
Selected works of over 100 artists were on display, from original Lyme Art Colony 
members to association members who followed in the years up to 1970. It was one 
of the most extensive and ambitious retrospectives of Old Lyme painters to date. 

Over one hundred eighty pictures were displayed 
salon style in the historic gallery. Famous artists such 
as Childe Hassam and Willard Metcalf were repre- 
sented alongside some ofthe lesser known painters, yet 
well known in their day. A large set of panels depicting 
the hills of Lyme were spread across one of the walls . 

There were also period photographs and sculpture on 
view. 

Many of the paintings, borrowed from private 
collections, have rarely been seen in public. Others 
came from distinguished collections of the Hartford 
Steam Boiler Inspection and Insurance Company, the 
Florence Griswold Museum and the Lyman Allyn Art 
Museum, to name a few. 

Fittingly, many pieces from the Goodman presentation case were on display in 
the Goodman Gallery. Wilham Owen Goodman was an early President of the 
association. In 1928, on his SOth birthday, a number of colony artists gave him a 
special presentation case filled with sketches. This unique collection was displayed 
in the very room that his wife donated as a memorial tribute, shortly after his death. 

A timely eight-page article in the American Art Review and coverage of the 
retrospective in newspapers helped attract a number of first time visitors to the 
gallery. From the gala opening, with members dressed as flappers serving a crowd 
of over 200, to the last day with more than 2,000 visitors in the interim, the exhibition 
was a huge success. The enthusiasm that was generated wdU help the association 
grow in the future, leading to increased membership and community support. 

The show struck a personal chord in many. A number of visitors were related to 
artists or were acquainted with them and had not seen their work in the gallery for 
quite some time. A couple of people were able to identify themselves in child 
portraits, and a resemblance could still be seen some fifty years later. Various 
anecdotes were shared and work is now being done to preserve this information.

Although other retrospectives have 
been held at the gallery in years past, this 
one, celebrating the building's 75th anni- 
versary was a truly a landmark show.
